It is brought to my attention that Chrystia Freeland became, and continues to be, an active member 
on the Board of Trustees for the World Economic Forum while simultaneously serving as Deputy 
Prime Minister for Canada, and also, as Finance Minister for Canada. 


Being a Trustee of the World Economic Forum (WEF) comes with a fiduciary duty to place that 
Organization's interests above all other interests and requires governance, planning and accountability 
with priorities rivalling those of our Canadian Constitution. 


The World Economic Forum Global Coalition for Digital Safety states the intent to identify and uproot 
all opinions from the internet that it considers 'harmful’, in direct violation of the supreme law of 
Canada, the Canadian Bill of Rights, which affords every Canadian the rights to freedom of speech and 
association and assembly, only one example of a serious conflict of values and interests between the 
WEF and Canadians. 


Under the Canadian Conflict of Interest Act (S.C. 2006, c.9, s.2) Prohibited Activities 
15 (1) No reporting public office holder shall, except as required in the exercise of his or her official 
powers, duties and functions, 

(c) continue as, or become, a director or officer in a corporation or organization. 


Being an active member of the World Economic Forum's Board of Trustees isn't just a conflict of 
interest offence, it is a criminal offence: Breach of trust by public officer.( ncio.ca) 


Actus Reus 
A “breach of trust” is “any breach of the appropriate standard of responsibility and conduct 
demanded of the accused by the nature of her office as a senior civil servant of the Crown.” 


An appropriate standard of responsibility and conduct includes abiding by the Conflict of Interest Act. 


Criminal Code of Canada - Breach of trust by public officer 
Section 122 Every official who, in connection with the duties of their office, commits fraud or a breach 
of trust, whether or not the fraud or breach of trust would be an offence if it were committed in relation 
to a private person, is guilty of 

(a) an indictable offence and liable to imprisonment for a term of not more than five years; 
or (b) an offence punishable on summary conviction. 


As a citizen of Canada, it is clear to me that our current Deputy Prime Minister/Finance Minister, 
Chrystia Freeland, is in blatant breach of trust and I feel it is my duty to advise your office of this 
violation. 

I ask you to arrest Deputy Prime Minister/Finance Minister Chrystia Freeland and bring 
charges against her as required by law.
